\s-horc Dr. Dohan showed some plc- 
turos on the screen, .lome of which 
were beautiful. brlnglne om in a 
wonderful fashion the •brilli.inl 
Oriental colouring . ot somo of these 
Eastern gems of beauty. 

Dr". Dohan began by stating that 
he would not show any pictures of 
plans which, though Intoi'cstlng in 
thcmseK'es, wore rendered ha.ckncys'l 
and colourless by incessant repro- 
duction.

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FOUNDING UNIVERSITIES 



"The founding of colleges and universitieis threatens to dis- 
place automobile manufacturing and motion pictures as the na- 
tion's (U.S.A.) leading industry"- Such is the opinion of "The 
New Student" as expressed in one of its recent issues. And in 
aomfwhat the same strain, the article continues, citing, with seem- 
ing disgust, the fact that many new universities are in the pro- 
cess of formation. The article in question is not to be construed 
as a brief again-H universities and what they stand for, but, seems, 
however, to lament the fact that founding of these institutions" is 
becoming altogether too common a matter. 

Specific mention is made of George Eastman, head of the 
Elastman Kodak Company, and James B. Duke, tobacco and 
water-power "king". These two gentlemen who have seen fit to 
^distribute some of their -'uperfluou.<( wealth to already existing 
universities, or towards the foundation of new ones, are describ- 
ed by the New Student as "two benevolent Santas," seemingly in 
derision. 

Mr. Eastman has already given fifty-eight million dollarf^ for 
the improvement and extension of higher education. His latest 
'ift, to be divided amongst several institutions, is the sum of nine 
million dollars. If a man is so far-seeing as to give the greater 
part of his worldly fortune to education, il is. hardly fair that the 
whole idea of giving to universities be ridiculed, in order that his 
.kindness may be minimized. 

And as for Mr. Duke, who made his money through the sale 
of tobacco, and who is alleged once to have said to himself, "If 
Rockefeller can do what he is doing with oil • why: iihould I no* 
do it with tobacc6.^]i'Why shouldn't he? And if he ■d6(es,"there is 
absolutely no reason why anyone should minimize the man s ac- 
tion- Mr. Duke-desires that a certain University change its name 
to-^'Duke'' on receiving from him a certain sum of money. Fail- 
ing this, he will find another location for Duke University. The 
least that the gentleman can expect in return for his generosity is 
that his name be perpetuated. Others have done much less and 
have received much greater recognition without any ado. Six 
Vnillion dollars given to the cause of education is not lo be sniffed 
"at.
